Go The Sino-Macao Frontier Anti-Espionage and Self-Defense Unit will be dis= 
banded, and members will report to the Frontier D fense Bureau for re- 
assignmert.. 


d. Other temporary village groups which have heretofore filled police and militia 
. functions are to be disbanded. The Farmers’ Union will select personnel for 
police and militia service to replace them.
